In Figures 2 and 3, there are shown tent 
extensions employed on coupes 24 In Fig- 
ures 2 and 3 like reference numerals denote 
like parts in Figure 1. The tent canopy is of 
similar form to that shown in Figure I but 95 
because of the shape of the rear of the couoe 
it extends to a line further forward on the 
body of the vehicle than on a hatch back

24. Such a form of support is necessary with 
those motor vehicles which do not possess 

15 metal bumpers. For example the bumpers 
may be of the recessed impact resistant plas- 
tics type. As in the case of Figure 2, the 
support arrangement is of a type which may 
be readily assembled from its component 

20 parts. Thus, at their upper ends, the tubular 
members 30 and 31 comprise C- shaped 
spring ends 32 which clip onto a horizontal
